on the same basis, a difference 
in favor of the wheat pool far- 
mers of 24} centsabushel, From 
this must be deducted the total 
expenses of handling, which 
amount to less than one-half 
centa bushel. The pool hand-

MOISTURE FALLS 


The Mirror district received 
its first rain of any account for 
this yearon Tuesday evening 
aud the rain which fell for an 
hour anda half, will mean the 
salvation of a part of the crop 
atany rate, There was hail in 
some localities west of Mirror, 
but from reports received therg 
appears to have been littledam- 

ge done. Al surrounding dis- 
triets were favored with the 
Fain. 

The following crop report was 
issued on Saturday, July 12th; 

The stage has now been reach. 
ed in the growing season of 
Alberta crops when it is pos- 
sible to make a more or less 
definite statement with respec! 
to present conditions, and theil 
bearing on the prospects for 
harvest. 

In view of the conditionsnow 
prevailing as reported to the 
department of agriculture from 
all parts of the province, and 
in view of the verysatisfactory 
conditions under’ which the 
grain crop was seeded this 
spring, the statement now to be 
made must be somewhat disap 
pointing. Over practically the 
whole of the province, thi 
weather during the past fort 
night has been very warm, with 
hot, dry winds in most local. 
ties, relieved to some extent by 
rains in certain districts, but 
for the most part without pre- 
cipitation. This has brought 
conditions to a stage where 
grain is heading out at from 
ten to lifteen inches, in certain 
areas. aud beginning to feel 
the lack of moisture. Pastur. 
age also in many parts has suf- 
fered asa consequence. Should 
general rains come within the 
text week, the prospects gener. 
ally speaking would be greatly 
improved, particularly with 
respe to later sown grain 
Suc ins would alter the sit- 
uation sufficiently to ensure 
prospects of a fairly good crop 

The south-west portion of 
the province, .from Calgary 
south to the international bor- 
der and west of a line passing 
through Lethbridge, enjoys the 
most satisfactory conditions of 
auy section of the province. In 
this district rains have been 
more frequent,and the rowing 
grain is in a very healthy state 
and the prospects are fora very 
good crop. 

With respect to the remaind- 
er of the province, conditions 
are very patchy, the grain 
showing a healthy growth 
where rains happen to have 
been frequent and heavy. The 
south-eastern part of the prov- 
ince has suffered rather severe- 
ly during the past two weeks 
from lack of moisture, and this 
is also true of some portions of 
the east central district as far 
north asthe main line of the 
Canadian National railway, 
and of some portions of the 
west central district as far 
north as Lacombe, where very 
dry conditions at present pre- 
vail, Inall this territory, the 
grain is heading out with short 
growth. Rains within the next 
week would considerably en- 
hance the prospects of the crops 
in this territory, but the pros- 
pects at present are for less 
than a normal crop. 

In the district surrounding 
Edmonton, and tothe east of 
the city some 100 miles, and 
north and northeast for about 
half that distance, the grain i- 
in very fair condition, and with 
furthervains, the prospects may 
be said to be very satisfactory 

The Peace River and Grande 
Prairie districts ave suffering 
from lack of moisture,and rain- 
fallis urgently needed to en- 
sure a crop, 

Good rains fell in the Edmo6n- 
ton territory a week ayo, and 
in the Calgary tervitory about 
the same time, but beyond this, 
reports indicate that precipita- 
tion during the past fortnight 
has been limited to small local 
showers, 

Crops on the irvigated dis- 
tricts of the south are in splen- 
did shape, and the prospects 
are for a good harvest from 
these areas, 

Alfalfa has been a successful 
crop,

Safeguard Your Hay 
To the Editor Mirror Journal : 

Sir,—May I call the attention 
of farmers generally and of hay 
owners more particularly to 
the fact that as a result of 
prairie fires of unknown origin 
this spring, the sod onthe fol- 
lowing quarters is alight and in 
my opinion become a public 
danger: N.W.7-, S.W. 7-, 8.E. 
7-, and N.W. 4-, all 41-22-w. 4th. 

Having lost almost all my 
hay, and all mygreen feed from 
fire myself, etc., | merely sug- 
gest,asa helpto others, that 
they safeguard their present 
stacks and crops of hay in 
whatever maiiner seems best to 
them, andthat a day or two 
spent with plow or disc now, is 
a cheap insurance premium, as 
compared to time, money and 
ill-feeling involved in, if things 
came to the worst, squeezing, 
through the courts, blood (ver 
thin and watery) out of abuneh 
of stonés. 

In more particular reference 
to the above mentioned fires, I 
have notified our municipality, 


>| because, from the fact thatthey 


spent money in a recent local 
fire case, after the milk was 
spilled, and it is a reasonable 
premise that they will much 
more readily and whole-heart- 
edly wish to protect us, in an 
endeavor to prevent, so to 
speak, the jug tipping over in 
this instance, though what they 
could do I cannot suggest, be- 
cause it is, I think, generally 
agreed that the fire cannot be 
extinguished without the help 
of rainin abundance. So be 
safe, rather than sorry ; hay 
will be worth saving, and a few 
furrows around a stack or the 
field itself may be worth many 
days’ good wages. Thanking

Quick Response From Liner
